MB. GABTMAN'S VIEWS. 


What He Thinks About the Supreme 


Court Decision as to the State 


Normal School. 


The decision of the Illinois Supreme 


Court, in delaring the Normal University 
not a "child of the state" and in no way 
entitled to appropriations by the state 
legislature for its support and mainte- 
nance, is a hard blow at Bloomington 
and the educational interests of this 
great commonwealth. 


Hon. E. A. Gastman, of this city, is a 


graduate of the State Normal, and so are 
Edwin Philbrook, Miss Mary W. French, 
Mr. J. W. Gibson, present principal of 
our high school, Mr. and Mrs. John T. 
Bowles and Miss Hobbs, all residents of 
Decatur. 


Supt. Gastman is also a member of the 


state board of education, which looks 
after the destinies of the Normal school. 
He has held the position for sixteen years, 
ever since Governor Palmer made him a 
member and sent him his commission. 
He is thoroughly familiar with the State 
Normal, and is fully conversant with the 
Bakewell 40-acre land claim that brought 
out the decision so seriously affecting 
the future of the institution nt Normal. 
The institution was opened in October, 
1857, and now has 400 students, the care 
of a talented corps of 15 teachers, and 
the school has cost the state an average 
of $20,01)0 a year. It was established to 
educate men and women as teachers, and 
it will not be denied that its graduates 
are thoroughly qualified for the 
test 


of educational work. The best schools 
of the state seek them, and their experi- 
ence and ability are not only sought after 
in Illinois, but they me in demand in all 
parts of the country. 
Graduates of the 


Illinois Normal may i)e found at work 
teaching in various states of the Union, 
all commanding high salaries. It was 
mainly through the influence of the lale 
Capt. Joel S. Pos€, of Decatnr, in 1857, 
state senator from this district, and the 
Hon. S. W. Moultou, of Sholbyville, then 
a member of the House, that the bill es- 
tablishing the university was adopted in 
the winter of 1857. It is a worthy and 
valuable institution, and ought to receive 
the support of the state. 


Mr. Gastman states that without state 


appropriations its usefulness will be 
greatly crippled, and that it will gradu- 
ally and surely fritter away and eventu- 
ally suspend. He has but little sympa- 
thy for the people of McLean county in 
the prospect of losing their chief educa- 
tional institution. Bakewell claims that 
he gave the institution in 1857 forty acres 
of land, conditioned that the institution 
should 
teach 
agricultural 
chemistry. 


That branch has never been taught. 
There never has been any record that 
Uakewell made any such condition. He 
said he made it on the original subscrip- 
tion paper. That has been destroyed, 
and has never been produced. Jf it were 
true that he did make such conditions, he 
gave up all mich claims in making the 
deeds, which contain no such claim what- 
ever; in fact, no conditions. At that 
time Bakewell had nearly 400 acres ot 
land near tho site of the Normal. Land 
went U]>, and he sold out at a big price; 
but because agricultural chemistry was 
not taught, after he became, poor, Bake- 
well set up a claim for the 40 acres and 
Itegaii war in court. He first went to the 
old court of claims, and his demand was 
thrown out. Then he got tho legislature 
to pass a joint resolution directing the 
state board of education to deed the land 
to bis wife; the board refused to comply, 
and urged Bakewell to cause a writ of 
mandamus to issue. He didn't do that, 
but went again to the legislature and se- 
cured the adoption of a resolution vesting 
the title to the land in his wife, Julia 
Bakewell. Then he found out that that 
was not tue statutory manner of %-esting 
titles in land, and so in the end he had 
to go before the supreme court in the 
manner suggested by the state board. 
The decision of tho court on Monday is 
the result. During all the years of his 
warfare, the people of McLean county 
huve encouraged Bakewell by their sym- 
pathy, and in pursuing that course they 
have endangered the life of the Normal.

What this country needs is sportsmen 


with less affectation aad more map. 
Hunters go from New Jersey to the 
barren hills o! Pennsylvania forty miles 
or more away, and stand all' day on 
•wind-swept runways waiting for a 
shot at the deer that never comes, or 
tramp from morning till night through 
swampy swails and brambly thickets 
hunting the pheasant that falls to rise, 
while a sport that famous men loved 
and elevated and grew enthusiastic 
over years ago, and from which no 
hunter can return without pleasure and 
profit, goes begging on every side of 
ua. The manner in which the oppor- 
tunities offered by the hills and valleys 
of Northern New Jersey for the rarest 
of sport are neglected is enough to 
make the bones of the dead and gone 
lovers of the star-lit chase turn and 
rattle in their graves. The star-lit 
chase to which I refer was the coon 
hunt, at which confession, doubtless, 
every owner of a cake-fed setter and a 
hundred-and-fifty-dollar breech-loading 
shotgun from Tri-StatesRocktoPahag- 
uary Flats, will raise a shout of derision 
loml enough to scare every coon in 
Susses County into winter quarters six 
weeks before his time. But why the 
coon hunt has fallen into such a dis- 
repute with the present generation ot 
sportsmen, and why the ring-tailed 
and cunning denizen of the hills and 
hollows himself has come to be despised 
by them, must be set down in tho list 
of those things which no fellow can find 


out. 


Why the coon should be so despised 


by our sportsmen of to-day is a mys- 
tery. He Is as cunning as the fox and 
more difficult to find. He should not 
be despised, surely, because he can be 
hunted only at night, for in threading 
the woods in the darkness, following 
dogs that you can not see, and whose 
baying alone breaks the stillness, there 
Is a most singular enchantment. 
Or, 


rather, there was such an enchantment, 
for *he baying of the dogs is heard no 
move, not simply because the genuine 
ooon hunt of our fathers is a lost 
art, but because 
the coon dog of 


our fathers is a species of animal 
that may truly be said k> have be- 
come extinct. He was of no particular 
strain of blood, us I remember him, 
but he united the keen scent of the 
deerhound with the intelligence of the 
shepherd dog, and the tenacity of the 
bulldog with the stealth of the panther. 
With fewer accomplishments than these 
lie could have well been fully equipped 
for tliu fox or deer trail; the lowing 
herd would have been safe in his keep- 
ing; 
lie could have held his own in a 


contest iu the pit, or ho oould have 
made himself a conspicuous object in 
liny community as a highly successful 
forager on sheep pastures—but he 
never could have bccu a ooou dog. To 
be that he needed not only scent but 
knowledge ; not only tenacity but wily- 
ness. For your coon is a cute and 
tricky customer. He is crammed to the 
inimlo with paiience. Ho is wonder- 
ful in strategy, iincl a tactician peerless. 
Moreover, his trail is as cold as ice on a 
window pane, and ulmostas scentless as 
a snowball. He leads through tangled 
swamps and deep, stony hollows. He 
crosses and recrosses 
swift-running 


streams. He frisks around the tops of 
rough stone walls as silent and swift 
us a shadow. He stops within a dozen 
foet of some convenient tree, clears the 
Intervening space with a single bound, 
strikes the stem of the tree five or sis 
feet from the ground, glides up to the 
longest branch, runs to its very ex- 
tremity, and leaps a dozen feet beyond 
it to the ground again, thus breaking 
his trail abruptly on one side and be- 
ginning it as confusingly abrupt on the 
other. Ho invents tactics for emergen- 
cies, find brings to every consideration 
for his welfare and that of his family a 
large and uniformly level head. To 
match the cunning, the skill and the 
almost human reasoning of this alert 
little prowler, in a scientific and sports- 
manlike way, the old time coon dog 
came to the front, and the frigidity of 
the evening hnd to be exceedingly un- 
comfortable when >«e failed to hold »3 
inauy trump curds at the wily schemer 
be was after.

UUKU. There was one who hunted ai 
silently as a ferrety and U relentlessly. 
There wai another who -followed the, 
chase to music of hi* own making, and 
who let yon know at every step that he 
was getting there. There was mingled 
with the gpookish methods of the still 
hunter an. element of greater certainty 
that you would get your coon than 
there was with the melodious system of 
the dog that voiced his eagerness for 
the final fray; but the style of the latter 
put more tingle in your blood and filled 
you with a buoyant expectancy that 
seemed to lift you up and away from 
the presence of everything but the dog 
and the coon, hidden in the depths of 
the forest shadows, bnt both there, and 
both knowing that the supreme moment 
was drawing nigh,- There was some-. 
thing weird and uncanny in following 
the still dog in all the windings and 
turnings of the gloomy woods at night. 
He crept among tangled brush and deep 
ravines, climbed abrupt knolls, and 
worked his serpentine way down into 
deep hollows—turning, doubling, shift- 
ing, crossing,and recrossing his track, 
like the lab^inthine tracings of a ship's 
course—silent as the night around him, 
stealthy as a twilight shadow. His 
very silence brought him to the prize. 
As the trail of the unsuspecting coon 
became warmer, the noiseless pursuer 
grew still more cautious, until, the 
game in sight, he rushed upon it like 
an avalanche, and the pent-up music of 
his soul went forth In one fearful howl 
of triumph, and the surprised and 
frightened coon knew that his nights 
were numbered. But it was different 
with the dog that gave tongue as he 
hunted. 
He made the music in the 


night—not the silvery treble of the fox- 
hound, floating down from the hills in 
the frosty air and drawn out in sweet 
cadenza by every willing echo, nor yet 
the mellow bass of the deerhound, 
swelling over the ridges, clear and far- 
•ounding as a bugle note, but a pleas- 
ant though staccato song of his own, 
half bark, half bay, a cheerful mingling 
of melody with business. 


The baying coon dog always had a 


better nose than his close-mouthed 
brother, and he needed to have. The 
coon, smart as he was, never knew 
when the silent dog was on his track 
until it was too late to bring to his pro- 
tection the many wiles and stratagems 
that he at once resorted to when the 
cry of the other dog rang out on his 
trail. It was then that he maneuvered 
to throw false scents, and the brook 
and the bramble, the hill and the hol- 
low, were all impressed in his service 
in his race for life; and it was then that 
the baying coon dog of the old time 
came out strong. Step by step he un- 
ravelled the tangled and well-hidden 
scent, constantly sounded his wild 
challenge to the coon to do his beat, 
until the hunted animal's repertory of 
wiles was exhausted, and, accepting 
the inevitable, he threw stratagem to 
the dogs, so to speak, and climbed a 
tree. 
When this stage of the hunt was 


reached the dog knew tliut thi- tints 
that particular coou had laid by for 
winter use would never be disturbed by 
him, and he sent the hunter intelli- 
gence to that effect by instantly chang- 
ing his bay to a loud, quick bark. Then 
the hunter picked his way to the spot. 


Lying close on a leafless branch, his 


rolled-up body plainly outlined iu 
moonlight, or less distinctly if the 
night is lit only by the Mtnr-i, lies the 
cunning coon, outrun, his strategy use- 
less, his tactics unavailing., A load of 
heavy shot will fetch him down. 
If he 


is not killed by that or tlie full, lie will 
give the dogs a lively light while it 
lasts, and so good a tighter is a eoon, 
pressed to defend himself, that mtvny a 
coon dog, with the best kind of an 
opinion of himself, 1ms been unable to 
join in the chase fur days after tin en- 
counter with one that had c-ume out of 
the process of untrueiug iu first-class 
trim for the subsequent proceedings. 


The decline and fall of the coon hunt 


seems to date from the late war, when 
many other of the old-time svjorts and 
pastimes went out of fashion. 
The 


race of trained coon dogs gradually be- 
came extinct. There arc coon dogs 
and coon hunters yet, to be sure, but 
the dogs are not the coon dogs of our 
fathers, and the hunters are generally 
shiftless, hand-to-mouth members of 
tho community, who follow the calling 
not for wholesome and exciting sport, 
but to obtain jvn important means of 
subsistence. I know some goad citi- 
zens, sportsmen, who occasionally steal 
out of a crisp November evening, and 
follow a coon as best thoy can with the 
means at hand, but they would be 
ashamed to have it known!—N. Y. Sun.

10,000,000, but at the end of 1882 it ex- 
ceeded 18,000,000, this being tanta- 
mount to an increase of 8.40 pel' 1,000 
inhabitants every year. The agricul- 
tural population, which was only 8,615,- 
000 eighty-live years ago, is now 9,328,- 
000, and the area tinder cultivation has 
increased from 63,000,000 to 193,760,- 
000 acres, while there :vre now 38,000,- 
000 head of cattle as against just, half 
that number at the beginning of the 
century. The industrial population of 
Spain has risen from 1,085,000 to 8,038,- 
000, and the number of manufactories, 
etc., from 883 to 13,911.—Geographical 
News.

Bnffklo u the Home of Two Presidents. 


Billiard Plllmore's Son. 


fSpecta! Comjspomlc-nee.j 


BUFFALO, Jan. 24.-Since the elevation of 


Graver Cleveland to the presidency Buffalo 
prides herself upon being a political center of 
importance. Why not* Jt is no small thing 
In a political way to have a personal acquaint- 
ance with, the president of tho United States, 
and nearly everybody who amounts to any- 
thine in Buffalo knew Grover Cleveland. 
Yet it is not a new experience for Buffalo to 
have one of her citizens president. Kiclpatn 
tells you that Millard Fillmore was of New 
York, but history Is too general; Fillmore 
was of Buffalo. 
MiUard Fillmore was originally an obacure 


lawyer of the village of Aurora, Erie county, 
but subsequently came to Buffalo. He grad- 
ually became prominent in his profession, and 
from the first acted with the Whig party. Ha 
was sent to congress, and when the office of 
state comptroller was made elective he was 
nominated for it, and was the first comptroller 
-bosen by the people. While holding that 
office he was nominated for vice-president on 
the ticket headed by Gen. Zacbary Taylor 
Both were elected in IMS, owing to the split 
in the Democratic party by the Free boil 
movement. Mr. Fillmore entered upon tho 
duties of his new office on -the 4th of March, 
1840, 
and by the death of President Taylor in 


Julv 1^)0, became president of the United 
States. Here I may mention a curious coin- 
cidence. When Taylor succeeded Harrison in 
1S41 Mr Fillmore was in congress. A debate 
arose over Tyler's title; whether he should be 
called acting president upon the death of a 
president, or what not. It was strongly 
argued that he could not constitutionally 
become president; that there must be a dis- 
tinction." Finally the opinion prevailed that 
he should hold the same title as if elected to 
the office. Mr. Fillmore took strong ground In 
support of this view, little dreaming that ho 
would be the second to be promoted to the 
presidency in this way. 
The events of his administration are parts 


of the history of tho country. After his re- 
tirement from office in March. 1853, Mr. Fill- 
more made an extended European trip, and 
had not returned in 1850-the year of tho Bu- 
chanan-Fremont campaign—when 
tie was 


notified that La had been nominated for 
president by the American Know Nothing 
party. Maryland was the only state of the 
Union to give him her electoral votea. 
It is not politic- in these days to talk of 


Know Nothingism. 
Millard Fillmore was a 


Whig and hail little confidence, in his election 
by the American party 
When his Buffalo 


friends gave him a serenade upon his return 
from Europe, he made a brief speech, accept- 
ing the nomination. "These words," .shouted 
a friend from below, "will mnko you presi- 
dent of the United States." Tho answer- 1 
hope so, sir, most sincerely"—was made the 
campaign cry of the Democrats and I'ree 
Soilera of Buffalo. 


As ox-president. Mr. Fillmoi-pi contracted 


a second marriage, his choice being the 
wealthy widow of one of the opposition candi- 
date's purse holders. 
The contract of the 


marriage was drawn up by Nathan K. Hall, 
who was the ex-president's personal friend. 
It related, of course, simply to the second 
Mrs. 
Fillmore's personal estate. 


After the termination of the presidential 


contest Mr. Fillmore lived here in retirement, 
and was throughly esteemed by citizens re- 
gardless of party. He died in 1874, and was 
buried at Fort Lawn cemetery 
Ho was of 


commanding presence, and, as one of his 
friends described him to me recently, a man 
few persons could pass on the street without 
turning to look back at, Them was that 
about his gentle dignity that secured respect 
from unexpected sources, and few citizens 
mot him out for a morning walk who did nut 
lift their hnts as a natural token of del'emn-e. 
He was, notwithstanding his reserve, nln.ivs 
ready to take part in any public event 


The Fillmoro mansion was one of tlie. hand- 


somest of palatial residences of Niagara 
square 
It is now known ns the Fillmore, 


but bos degenerated to a fashionablo board- 
ing house. The landladies are, sisters of a 
celebrated turfite of Coney island. 
Sirs. 


Fillmore died a few years ago, making liberal 
bequests to tho Itiilfnlo Pino Arts academy, 
the Buffalo Histo.u-ul society, and local 
charities 
Her private libiary was given in- 


tact to tho Historical society. Every volume 
contains her autograph. One of the par* ap- 
proaches, Fillmore av.-nuo. wai named m 
honor of the departed ex-pivsident, and the 
city is taking good care of it, having during 
the last season paved it with asphalt at a cost 
o t JSS.OIH). 
, , , , . . 
Ml? Flllmoi-B wus not considered a brilliant 


man; 
but ho was < onsi ereil deep, sound and 


logical. One of his chief local political op- 
ponents was a well known local i-h-irncter of 
that day, whom I will call Jones- 
It is re- 


lated that their greatest word duel I ook place 
in a church at Abbott's Corners, being hotly 
contested for six hours. 
L)r. L. V. Dayton, 


who is a personal friend of the present occu- 
pant of the White House, heard it, and his 
idea was that Jones, on account of his re- 
markable brilliancy, got the better of the 
argument Dr. Dayton told me n story about 
Jones which should bo preserved. In the 
early days Buffalo's largest hall was the old 
court house on Lafayette square. A noted 
temperance orator from Albany was adver- 
tised to address a mass meeting in the after- 
noon, but 
lulled to arrive.

wag this same Jones. They found him in his 
office lying on a conch, engaged in rubbing 
out of his head the effects of the previous 
night's hilarity. When the case was explained

friends, made his way to the hall. For the 
first hour ho dared not trust himself to loose 
his grasp on the speaker's table'. But such 
was the power of his eloquence that after ho 
had done speaking 1,500 pel-sons signed the 
pledge. Jt is not related whether tliu speaker 
signed or not. 
Tho late ex-president's sou, Millard 1'. Fill- 


more, resides in Buffalo, and belongs to the 
Tifft House Bachelors' club. President Cleve- 
land and Cousin Ben. FoViom were both mem 
bers of this club, anil neither over comes to 
Buffalo that lie doe-s not renew the old asso- 
ciations connected therewith. Powers Fill- 
more, as he is familiarly known, is a man 
over 50 years of age, and ia said to be pos- 
sessed of a fortune ample for all his needs. 
He does not practice law now, but President 
Cleveland, who undoubtedly knows him bet- 
ter than any one else, has often said that he 
possesses one of the brightest legal minds he 
hag ever known. 


Mr. Fillmore is a man who lives on old 


associations, and of the hundreds who pass 
him daily in the lobby of the hotel, but few 
know who he is, or ever beard him speak. 
He cares for no new friends, but on his list of 
old ones he counts presidents, governors, sen- 
ators, congressmen and judges of the higher 
courts. He is tall, gray headed, weighs 250 
pounds, is not fond of dress, ami of late years 
has been abstemious in Ins habits. He cares 
more for a quiet chat and a dinner with an 
old friend than for anything el.se..
